fature size, Tho receiving or hand in-
strament, however, in not of the long
shape with coylindrical bandle, familine
everywhere nowadays, but s simply a
flat diek resembling one of the enrliost
forms of telephone, of which a fow were
eeen in the infancy of the invention.
The “central office” fs put in u smnll
closot or inclosure at some conveniont

int, and is operated by a boy who has
nothing else to do.

There nre n dogen or ko connections,
nocording to the size of tho installation
and the neods of the office. This ex-
change Is operated upon preclsely tho
game principle, thongh of conrse on n
smaller soake and with loss complication,
a8 o contral office in o cily exchange.
